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THE  WAR  IN  THE  PERSIAN 
Gulf  is,  of  course,  another  step  in 
an  ongoing  conflict  going  back  to 
the  days  when  the  colonial  pow- 
ers sought  to  divide  up  the  Middle 
East.  Borders  may  have  become  stable  in 
most  of  the  area  since  that  time  (outside  of 
the  Israel-Palestine  region)  but  disputes 
continue. 

The  origins  of  the  Iraqi  invasion  of 
Kuwait  lie  in  a  morass  of  negotiations 
concerning  a  few  key  issues.  The  two 
countries  share  the  Rumailah  oil  field, 
which  crosses  their  common  border.  Iraq 
claimed  that  Kuwait  was  violating  an 
agreement  between  the  two  and  waspurnp- 
ing  too  much  oil  from  the  field  and  de- 
manded Kuwait  cut  back.  Iraq  also  felt  the 
OPEC  price  per  barrel  was  being  kept 
artificially  low.  In  addition,  Iraq  claimed 
two  marshy  islands  which  would  have 
given  it  a  port  in  the  Persian  Gulf. 

Under  the  auspices  of  Saudi  Arabia, 
the  two  countries  had  been  negotiating  for 
months.  Eventually  Iraq  walked  out. 

The  day  before  the  invasion,  Foreign 
Minister  Aziz  met  with  United  States 
Ambassador  April  Glaspie.  Saddam 
Hussein  may  have  been  present  at  the 
meeting.  Glaspie  was  asked  whether  the 
United  States  had  any  position  on  the 


conflict,  and  she  responded  that  the  U.S. 
took  no  position  on  confhcts  solely  be- 
tween two  Arab  countries.  The  Iraqi  gov- 
ernment may  have  taken  that  response  as 
a  green  light  for  the  invasion. 

As  for  Glaspie,  she  returned  to 
Washington  hours  before  the  invasion 
and  hasn't  been  heard  from  since.  Many 
claim  her  comments  to  have  been  a  diplo- 
matic faux  pas  of  epic  proportions. 

Once  Kuwait  was  invaded,  the  U.S.  felt 
that  if  it  did  not  act  quickly,  the  Iraq  threat 
to  the  other  oil-producing  countries  would 
cause  them  to  be  intimidated,  and  Saddam 
Hussein  would  then  be  able  to  call  the 
OPEC  shots  and  force  up  the  price  of  oil.. 

Saddam  was  also  a  danger  to  the  inter- 
ests of  the  American  government  because 
he  was  becoming  a  powerful  force  among 
the  poor  people  of  the  region.  Though  he 
never  actually  did  much  for  the  Palestin- 
ians —  the  Saudis  were  the  ones  supplying 
the  money  for  West  Bank  hospitals  and 
schools  —  Saddam's  wiUingness  to  stand 
up  to  the  Americans  as  well  as  his  oppo- 
sition to  the  unpopular  Kuwaiti  and  Saudi 
sheikhs  made  him  a  hero  to  Palestinians  as 
well  as  to  many  Arabs  in  the  oil-producing 
countries  who  do  not  benefit  from  the 
wealth  of  the  royal  famihes.  None  of  this 
was  any  surprise  to  the  American  govern- 


ment, which  understood  the  dangers  Iraq 
posed  to  its  interests.  For  many  years,  Iraq 
had  been  on  the  American  list  of  nations 
which  supported  terrorist  activity.  But 
because  of  its  war  on  Iran,  in  1982  Ronald 
Reagan  removed  Iraq  from  the  list  so  that 
the  United  States  could  provide  loans  for 
grain.  At  present,  Iraq  owes  the  United 
States  five  billion  dollars. 

From  the  time  of  the  invasion,  the 
United  Slates  used  every  available  means 
to  get  the  U.N.  to  support  its  various 
resolutions  against  Iraq.  Its  goals  became 
clear  he  day  after  the  American  election 
when  Bush  doubled  the  number  of  U.S. 
troops  in  the  region,  moving  the  force 
from  a  defensive  to  offensive  posture. 

Now  that  the  war  has  begun,  what  are 
the  U.S.  goals?  First  is  the  overthrow  of 
the  Iraqi  regime  —  hopefully  in  a  palace 
coup  —  and  the  installation  of  a  more 
phable  government.  Washington,  how- 
ever, seems  to  have  not  a  clue  as  to  what 
will  happen  afterward.  If  the  UnitedStates 
sets  up  apuppet  government,  who  keeps  it 
in  power?  And  sitting  in  the  wings  is 
Assad  of  Syria,  a  dedicated  rival  of 
Saddam,  waiting  for  the  spoils. 

It  has  also  been  a  long-held  dream  on 
the  part  of  the  U.S .  government  to  have  a 
major  land-base  in  the  Middle  East.  That 


dream,  which  may  in  fact  be  key  to  the 
entire  war,  is  now  a  reality. 

Many  questions  remain.  Was  Glaspie's 
statement  an  error,  or  was  it  part  of  a 
deliberate  effort  to  lure  Saddam  into  an 
action  against  Kuwait?  Was  the  Bush 
Administration  ever  committed  to  sanc- 
tions, or  was  it  always  more  interested  in 
a  war?  According  to  the  Pentagon,  the 
planning  for  Operation  Desert  Storm  be- 
gan last  August,  long  before  it  became 
clear  to  the  worid-at-Iarge  that  Saddam 
would  never  capitulate.  Why  did  the  war 
begin  the  day  after  the  deadline  passed, 
when  a  change  of  heart  by  Saddam  might 
have  seemed  more  face-saving  than  it 
would  have  before  January  15lh?  Why 
have  all  American  comments  about 
Saddam  been  designed  to  goad  him  into 
remaining  in  Kuwait?  The  United  States 
attitude  between  the  invasion  and  the  war 
allowed  no  room  for  Saddam  to  save  face 
and  withdraw  peacefully.  Any  move  to 
leave  Kuwait  would  be  seen  as  a  ghastly 
defeat  for  Iraq.  Why,  after  the  war  began, 
did  Presidential  spokesperson  Marlin 
Fitzwater  use  the  word  "surrender"  to 
describe  an  Iraqi  withdrawal  from  Kuwait? 
Was  that  a  deliberate  attempt  to  ensure 
Saddam  would  not  back  down  once  war 
began,  or  was  it  yet  another  faux  pas? 

Finally,  what  really  are  the  goals  of  the 
Bush  Administration?  Now  that  there  is 
only  one  superpower,  does  Bush  and 
company  plan  to  use  muscle  all  over  the 
world,  at  a  whim?  George  Bush's  talk  of 
a  "New  Worid  Order"  seems  to  indicate 
that — and  that  may  be  the  most  horrifying 
legacy  of  the  entire  conflict 


A  SCREAMING  COMES  ACROSS 
the  sky.  It  is  the  sound  of  Ameri- 
can and  allied  planes  sent  to  Iraq, 
starting  a  war  in  the  Middle  East. 
And  a  battle  at  home. 
KPFA  was  in  the  process  of  achieving 
readiness  when  war  began.  Contingency 
plans  for  coverage  had  been  set  in  motion, 
anon-airproducerfordemonstrationshad 
been  hired,  and  some  decisions  had  been 
madcEarly  Wednesday,  January  16th,  the 
day  the  war  began,  Pacifica  Executive 
Director  David  Salniker  met  with  the 
KPFA  program  council  to  discuss  net- 
work-wide coordination. 

The  moment  bombs  began  to  fall,  the 
entire  station  went  to  work.  Within  mo- 
ments of  the  announcement,  most  of  the 
paid  staff  dropped  what  they  were  doing 
to  focus  on  the  crisis.  While  newspeople 
were  running  back  and  forth  from  the 
newsroom  to  the  on-air  studio,  supplying 
anchors  Mark  Mericle  and  Aileen 
Alfandary  with  a  constant  flow  of  hard 
copy,  other  staffers  were  lining  up  addi- 
tional anchors,  setting  up  communication 
lines  with  an ti- war  activists  and  organiza- 
tions, tracking  down  analysts  for  every 
conceivable  effect  of  the  war,  both  here 
and  in  the  Middle  East,  and  coordinating 
remote  broadcasts  with  the  Operations 
Department.  Wendell  Harper,  Chuy 
Varela,  and  Michael  Yoshida  were  dis- 
patched to  the  streets  of  San  Francisco, 
where  the  News  Department  knew  major 
protests  would  occur.  Other  reporters, 
provided  with  cellular  phones,  were  also 
sent  to  the  streets  that  evening. 


Program  Director  Melanie  Berzon's 
office  became  a  virtual  command  center, 
with  two  television  sets  —  one  tuned  to 
ICRON '  s  CNN  CO verage,  the  other  to  ABC 
-  on  at  once.  Manager  Pat  Scott  had  re- 
turned early  from  her  vacation  to  autho- 
rize necessary  expenditures  to  cover  all 
aspects  of  the  crisis.  Ginny  Berson,  who 
had  been  hired  to  produce  coverage  of  the 
demonstrations  on  January  19th  and  26th, 
along  with  Marci  Lockwood,  Ban  Scott, 
and  others,  was  pressed  into  service  orga- 
nizing the  station  reaction. 

The  evening  of  January  15th,  Larry 
Bensky  and  Dennis  Bernstein  had  served 
as  co-anchors  for  a  special  broadcast  at 
the  time  the  Bush  deadline  had  arrived. 
They  both  returned  the  next  day,  and 
would  spend  the  next  few  days  working 
feverishly  both  on  and  off  the  air  to  ensure 
quality  reporting  and  analysis. 

The  fruits  of  those  efforts  began  to  pay 
off  immediately,  as  it  became  clear  to  the 
Bay  Area  and  the  nation  at  large  that  Paci- 
fica would  be  the  main  conduit  for  informa- 
tion concerning  the  effects  of  the  war  at 
home,  particularly  in  temis  of  an  anti-war 
movement  CNN,  the  Israeh  Consulate  in 
San  Francisco,  and  various  local  and  net- 
work news  services  would  turn  to  KPFA 
and  Pacifica  over  the  next  few  days  to  find 
out  what  was  really  going  on. 

As  of  press  time  that  effort  continues. 
Of  course,  KPFA  has  had  to  sacrifice 
mostofits  regular  programming  to  present 
this  kind  of  coverage,  and  that  sacrifice 
will  go  on  as  long  as  the  war  goes  on. 
KPFA  will  also  devote  much  of  its  air 


time  to  ongoing  developments. 

The  following  schedule  for  weekday 
programming  is  in  effect  through  to  the 
end  of  January  (and  most  likely  up  to  the 
marathon  on  February  6th):

to  be  pre-empted  by  special  news  reports 

as  needed.

Midnight-6am:  Regularprogramming 
News  updates  on  the  hoiu*  every  hour.. 

When  the  fund-raising  marathon  be- 
gins, some  programs  will  be  aired  on 
schedule,  as  per  the  program  listings. 
Others  will  be  pre-empted  or  aired  later. 
Scheduling  will  generally  be  made  on  a 
day-to-day  basis,  and  any  program  will  be 
pre-empted  for  special  reports  during  that 
time,  and  as  long  as  the  confhct  exists. 


KPFA  has  been  instrumental  in  the 
founding  of  the  PeaceNet  Middle  East 
Crisis  Desk,  which  is  operated  by  the  non- 
profit Institute  for  Global 
Communications.  Anyone  may  telephone 
the  Desk  for  up-to-date  information  on 
vigils,  demonstrations,  non-violentdirect 
actionsandotheranti-warevents.Tomake 
this  new  information  system  most  ef- 
fective, peace  groups  should  appoint  one 
representative  to  regularly  send  informa- 
tion of  their  demos  to  the  Middle  East 
desk  by  either  telephone  or  computer. 
KPFA  and  other  media  outlets  receive 
from  the  Desk  daily  lists  of  all  upcoming 


events.  KPFA's  calendar  is  heard  several 
times  a  day,  including  at  11:55  am  and 
5:55  pm. 

You  don't  need  a  computer  to  use  the 
Desk,  although  PeaceNetsubscribers  may 
access  the  information  through  PeaceNet's 
computer  system,  which  also  has  reports 
on  demos  worldwide,  discussions  of  is- 
sues related  to  the  war,  and  a  new  service 
which  allows  users  to  fax  messages  to  the 
White  House,  members  of  Congress,  and 
the  media.

Dear  KPFA: 

I  have  grown  up  with  KPFA  and  had  for  years 
subscribed  to  it  when  I  had  very  tittle  money.  I 
was  very  enthusiastic  about  it  then,  in  the 
middle  and  late  '70s.  My  standards  may  have 
risen  over  the  years,  but  I  believe  the  reason 
KPFA  looks  worse  to  me  now  is  because  the 
part  of  KPFA  that  matters  most  to  me  has  gone 
into  a  very  real  decline  since  the  late  1970s. 

KPFA's  news  and  public  affairs  programming 
used  to  be  really  advanced,  so  much  so  that  I 
had  learned  a  great  deal  about  Iran  from  it  by 
1979,  when  the  mass  media  was  just  beginning 
to  cover  that  country.  KPFA's  news  and  pubtic 
affairs  programmers  would  not  take  any  crap 
from  the  Right,  and  would  always  air  a  pro- 
gressive to  rebut  the  words  of  any  rightists. 

I  have  heard  unrebutted  Rightists  on  KPFA  in 
the  1980s,  and  they  are  now  very  often  given 
the  last  word.  KPFA's  coverage  of  Eastern 
Europe  sounds  very  sinular  to  that  of  the  big 
media,  at  least  in  its  iminformed,  jubilant, 
sloganeering  ami -communism.  And  in  gen- 
eral, KPFA  news  and  pubtic  affairs  now  follow 
behind  the  monopoly  media,  reporting  a  sUghtly 
leftward  version  of  the  issues  the  big  boys  have 
decided  are  important,  usually  breaking  news 
after  the  big  media  do. 

KPFA  needs  to  get  away  from  the  self-satisfied 
soft  left  non-thinking  of  The  Nation  and 
Mother  Jones  magazine.  The  station  needs  to 
air  original  information  and  incisive  analysis 
again.  And  it  would  certainly  not  hurt  if  intol- 
erant KPFAers  —  Larry  Bensky  and  Philip 
Maldari  come  immediately  to  mind  —  were  a 
little  less  quick  on  the  hang-up  button  when 
progressives  who  think  differendy  try  to  say 
anything  oncall-in  segments.  (One  also  wonders 
why  no  criticism  appeared  in  any  of  the  letters 
in  the  December  FoUo.

Three  times  a  year,  KPFA  goes  all-out 
during  a  special  marathon  fund-raising  pe- 
riod to  collect  enough  subscriptions  and 
donations  to  sustain  the  station  during  the 
rest  of  the  year.  This  month  is  our  first 
marathon  for  1991  —  and  its  timing  is  par- 
ticularly appropriate. 

KPFA  has  become  the  primary  media 
outlet  for  anti-war  information,  activities, 
and  analysis.  While  the  other  media  are  sit- 
ting around  letting  the  military  and  govern- 
ment dictate  not  only  the  content  but  also 
the  bias  of  their  coverage.  KPFA  continues 
its  own  special  brand  of  war  coverage  — 
looking  at  the  war  from  a  variety  of  differ- 
ent angles,  and  investigating  the  far-reach- 
ing impUcations  of  a  war  in  the  Persian  Gulf 
—  from  the  economic  to  the  environmental, 
from  historical  and  political  perspectives. 

Most  of  this  February's  marathon  was 
planned  some  time  before  the  American 
bombers  began  dropping  their  loads  on 
Baghdad  and  Kuwait.  At  press-lime,  it  is 
xmcertain  how  much  programming  during 
February  will  be  pre-empted  by  war  and 
war-related  coverage  —  from  missile  at- 
tacks to  demonstrations.

KPFA's 
calendar  is  produced  by  Chela  BUtt. 
War  Watch:  KPFA  presents  a  special  pro- 
gram. War  Watch,  which  airs  every  week- 
day evening  during  the  last  half  hour  of 
Rhythm  Drive.  The  program  serves  as  an 
up-to-the-minute  switchboard  for  vital 
information  about  the  war  in  the  Persian 
Gulf  region  —  along  with  the  latest  on  peace 
activism  in  Northern  California,  across  the 
country,  and  around  the  world.  War  Watch 
features  live  interviews  with  commentators 
and  activists  in  local  communities  and  in  the 
Middle  East,  hosted  by  Dennis  Bernstein. 

Usual  pro-govemmenl  slants  from  the 
mass  media  have  been  intensified  by  the 
U.S.  decision  to  go  to  war.  Pentagon  regu- 
lations have  imposed  formal  censorship  on 
all  correspondents  covering  the  war,  strictly 
limiting  what  journalists  are  allowed  to  see 
and  hear,  and  what  information  they  are 
permitted  to  report.  Meanwhile,  mass  media 
is  providing  fragmentary  and  often  dis- 
paraging accounts  of  anti-war  efforts  inside 
the  U.S.  and  elsewhere  in  the  world. 

War  Watch  is  a  source  of  analysis  and 
information  probing  behind  the  media  fa- 
cade to  provide  listeners  with  news  they 
can  use  to  organize  effectively  against  the 
war.  Interviews  with  Israelis.  Palestinians, 
Saudis,  Iraqis  and  others  from  the  Persian 
Gulf  region  provide  live  perspectives  on 
the  latest  events.  Meanwhile,  as  a  daily 
program.  War  Watch  serves  as  a  continuous 
outlet  for  detailed  information  about  the  ac- 
tions, plans  and  strategies  of  anti-war  ac- 
tivists intent  on  struggling  for  peace  at  this 
grim  lime. 

Among  the  factors  examined  are:  how  the 
mass  media  puts  a  pro-U.S.  spin  on  report- 
ing; how  military  actions  affect  people  in 
human  terms;  the  impact  of  U.S.  war  policies 
on  people  of  color  and  the  poor;  who  is 
profiting  from  the  enormous  military  ex- 
penditures; what  are  the  underlying  goals  of 
the  Bush  Administration  in  pursuing  a  war 
in  the  Persian  Gulf  region;  and  strategic  av- 
enues for  an  anu-war  movement.

BULLWHIP  DAYS: 

The  Slaves  Remember 

In  all  the  books  that  you  have  studied, 
you  have  never  studied  Negro  history,  Have 
you?  You  studied  about  the  Indians  and  the 
white  folks,  but  what  did  they  tell  you 
about  the  Negro?  If  you  want  Negro  his- 
tory, you  will  have  to  get  it  from  somebody 
who  wore  the  shoe,  and  by  and  by,  from  one 
to  the  other,  you  will  get  a  book. 

— Mr.  Reed,  a  former  slave,  c.  1935 

By  the  mid-1930's,  of  the  four  million 
slaves  freed  at  the  close  of  the  Civil  War, 
only  a  few  thousand  survived.  Aware  that 
the  memories  of  these  former  slaves  were  an 
incomparable  resource  of  American  history, 
the  Federal  Writers  Project,  an  adjunct  of 
the  Works  Progress  Administration,  dis- 
patched interviewers  to  seek  out  and  com- 
pile the  actual  life  stories  of  these  individ- 
uals. Between  1934  and  1941,  these  inter- 
viewers —  men  and  women,  blacks  and 
whites  —  recorded  nearly  two  thousand 
narrative  accounts,  a  body  of  oral  history 
that  comprised  some  forty  thousand  pages 
of  transcript. 

The  dominant  theme  weaving  these  nar- 
ratives together  is  racism,  and  it  is  racism 
that  gave  American  slavery  its  distinctive 
character.  Tliese  reminiscences  offer  a  dis- 
turbing and  devastating  view  of  the  cultural, 
social,  and  political  abyss  that  separated 
the  two  races.  The  picture  that  emerges  is 


that  of  a  nation  divided  against  itself. 
These  memories  of  those  surviving  himian 
bondage  are,  in  the  end,  an  astounding 
record  of  how  the  human  spirit  triumphed 
over  one  of  history's  most  brazen  crimes. 
These  are  stories  that  ultimately  affirm  life 
and  a  will  to  live. 

On  Friday,  February  8th,  from  10  am  un- 
til noon,  KPFA  broadcasts  performance- 
readings  from  the  skillfully  edited  Bullwhip 
Days.  Drawing  from  the  archive  of  inter- 
views and  narratives,  the  radio  broadcast 
features  full  narrations  and  excerpts  related 
to  aspects  of  slave  life:  from  religion  to 
plantation  life  to  the  Reconstruction  era. 
These  reveal  a  wide  range  of  conditions 
and  also  offer  candid  images  of  daily  life 
and  a  diverse  portrayal  of  villains  and 
heroes. 

The  voices  heard  are  those  of  actors 
Jonathan  Wafer,  Anna  Walker,  and  Rhoda 
George,  members  of  Berkeley's  Black 
Repertory  Group  Theatre.  Together  they 
present  an  extraordinary  oral  history  of  the 
darkest  days  in  America's  history.

MONGO  SANTAMARIA 

In  the  1940s,  under  the  guidance  of  inno- 
vators such  as  Thelonious  Monk,  Charlie 
Parker  and  Dizzy  Gillespie,  the  world  of 
jazz  underwent  a  musical  revolution.  Bebop, 
as  it  was  called,  opened  up  the  musical  fron- 
tier for  experimentation  and  for  new  ideas 
in  jazz. 

One  of  these  ideas  was  initiated  by 
trumpeter  Gillespie  in  1947  when  he  hired 
conga  player  Chano  Pozo  to  join  his 
orchestra  at  a  Town  Hall  concert  in  New 
York.  Though  Latino  musicians  like  Mario 
Bauza,  Juan  Tizol.  and  Noro  Morales  were 
already  involved  in  the  jazz  world,  Pozo's 
use  of  the  dnun  (a  fundamental  element  of 
African  music)  started  the  gerue  of  Latin

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with  boyhood  friend  Armando  Pcraza,  they 
began  perfonning  as  a  duo  called  The  Black 
Cuban  Diamonds.  Their  reputation  spread 
quickly,  but  when  the  ears  of  the  jazz  world 
perked  up  to  Latin  sounds,  the  two  went 
their  own  ways,  Armando  with  the  quintet 
of  George  Shearing,  and  Mongo  to  the 
orchestras  of  Tito  Puente  and  Perez  Prado. 
In  1958.  Mongo  joined  the  band  of 
vibist  Cal  Tjader.  The  story  goes  that  both 
Willie  Bobo  and  Mongo  joined  Tjader  as  a 
package  in  order  to  escape  the  cold  of  New 
York  for  the  sunshine  of  the  west  coast.  The 
two  stayed  with  Cal  for  three  years,  but 
opportunity  soon  knocked  for  Mongo  and 
he  began  recording  for  the  Fantasy  label  in 
Berkeley  in  the  late  fifties. 

Mongo's  recordings  brought  a  whole 
community  of  Cuban  musicians  into  the 
limelight,  including  Francisco  Aguabella, 
Chombo  Silva,  Rudy  Calzado,  and  Rolando 
Lozano.  He  also  opened  the  door  for  local 
talent  such  as  Pete  Escovedo  and  Benny 
Velarde.  In  addition.  Mongo  recorded  al- 
bums focusing  on  Afro-Cuban  folkloric 
drumming,  introducing  the  American  listen- 
ing audience  to  the  complexity  and  beauty 
of  the  African  Yoruba  tradition.  In  1954^_ 
Mongo  hit  it  big  with  "Watermelon  Man," 
a  song  introduced  to  him  by  a  young  piano 
player  named  Herbie  Hancock. 

Mongo  moved  on  to  Atlantic  Records, 
and  his  infatuation  with  Rhythm  and  Blues 
began.  Today  he  records  for  Concord  and 
continues  to  blend  jazz  with  R&B.  One  of 
his  long-time  producers,  Orrin  Keepnews, 
best  described  Mongo  in  a  set  of  liner 
notes  for  the  Sidns  Ip  as  a  "chunk  of  gran- 
ite, a  short  affable  chunk  with  more  than 
enough  band-aids  wrapped  around  his  hard- 
working fingers  to  have  earned  him  a  per- 
manent place  in  the  Johnson  &  Johnson  Hall 
of  Fame."

Poet,  revolutionary  priest,  and  former 
Nicaraguan  Minister  of  Culture,  Ernesto 
Cardenal  will  read  from  his  work  and  dis- 
cuss a  variety  of  subjects  on  Saturday.

Kentucky,  he  studied  for  two  years 
with  Catholic  theologian  Thomas  Merton.  In

Solentiname,  an  archipelago  in  the  middle  of 
Lake  Nicaragua,  and  there  established  a 
revolutionary  spiritual  and  cultural  commu- 
nity. The  Solentiname  community  was  de- 
stroyed by  Somoza's  National  Guard  in 
1977.  and  Cardenal  was  forced  into  exile. 
He  became  Minister  of  Culture  in  1979  after 
the  Sandinista  Revolution.  He  retired  from 
that  position  shortly  before  the  Sandinistas 
lost  the  election  to  the  present  Nicaraguan 
government. 

Cardenal  is  now  involved  in  creating  a 
new  ait  center,  Casa  de  los  Tres  Mundos, 
which  will  be  located  in  a  large  colonial 
mansion  in  Granada,  Nicaragua.  It  will  be 
"an  international  house  of  culture  with  the 
presence  of  different  intellectuals  and  artists 
from  around  the  world.  .  .There  will  be  mul- 
tiple activities  —  theaters,  workshops,  po- 
etry recitals,  and  exhibitions  of  paintings." 

Since  the  government  of  Violeta 
Chamorro  does  not  support  this  sort  of  ven- 
ture, "it's  more  important  now  to  have  an 
independent  nongovernmental  house  of  cul- 
ture." Some  of  the  proceeds  from  this  bene- 
fit, as  well  as  from  other  readings  in  the  Bay 
Area  and  elsewhere  will  go  to  Casa  de  los 
Tres  Mundos. 

In  a  recent  article  in  the  Bay  Guardian, 
Cardenal  talked  about  life  under  the 
Chamorro  government.  "All  Sandinista 
leaders  continue  to  struggle,  even  if  we're 
coming  from  an  opposition  point  of  view.  I 
continue  to  write  poetry  in  Nicaragua  as  a 
form  of  struggle.  And  coming  here  to  read 
my  poetry  in  various  cities  is  also  a  part  of 
the.  struggle." 

Cdntico  Cdsmico  is  a  600-page  wotk 
broken  down  into  lyrical  sections  called 
cantigas.  The  book,  three  decades  in  the 
making,  covers  the  history  of  the  universe 
from  the  Big  Bang  through  current  political 
struggles.  Cardenal  says  it  is  a  work  that 
"unites  science  and  poetiy,  poetry  and  poli- 
tics, science  and  mysticism,  mysticism  and 
revolution." 

Though  Cardenal  has  spent  his  life  as  a 
priest  and  as  a  political  leader,  he  has  also 
said  that  "ever  since  I  was  a  little  boy  I've 
wanted  to  be  a  poet.  It  was  and  is  my  voca- 
tion." Other  poetry  books  by  Garden;:!  in- 
clude With  Walker  in  Nicaragua,  Apoca- 
lypse and  Other  Poems,  Homage  to  the 
American  Indians,  Marilyn  Monroe  and 
Other  Poerris,  and  Psalms.  His  prose  books 
include  The  Gospel  in  Solentiname.  In  Cuba, 
and  Love.
